Here's the rub indeed. In the outrageous 
violation of democracy, in the cynical nose- 
thumbing at every measure for which Amer- 
ica gave the Roosevelt Administration 27,- 
000,000 votes, the Times ‘dares to see a vin- 
dication of “democracy.”

So great has been the pressure of reac- 
tion, that it has made viotims of certain Sen- 
ators ordinarily associated with the anti-re- 
action forces. Senator Wagner, Democrat of 
New York, is praised fulsomely today by the 
Liberty League press which curses and in- 
sults the Wagner Labor Board. 

And the two Farmer-Labor Senators from 
Minesota, Lundeen and Shipstead—what in 
the name of anything-you-please has their 
action to kill Roosevelt’s reform measure, in 
common with Farmer-Labor progressivism? 
Nothing, exactly nothing! Farmer-Labor 
lying alongside of Senator Vandenberg of 
Michigan and the Hearst crowd—this is 
something that needs explaining to the folks 
back home. 

“The Fight Goes On,” roars the jubilant 
Herald Tribune. By this it indicates that it 
is encouraged by the almost successful trick-, 
ery in the Senate, and that it now looks with 
hope to the House, where a reactionary stam- 
pede would influence the coming Congres- 
sional elections in the Fall.

In the Lower House 
this must change, and the coalition of reac- 
tion must be confronted by a coalition of 
progressivism. The lines for a democratic 
front to defend the interests of the people 
in November need to be built now without 
any delay.
